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DEVELOPING AND PRODUCING A 
GREAT DAIRY COW 
By R. J. SCHAEFER, Wisconsin 


To develop a great cow, the breeder 
must, at all times, exercise the great- 
est of caution so as not to impair any 
of the excellencies and capabilities 
built up by generations of careful 
breeding and to do this he must start 
with the cow when but a: calf. 

Whether it is to be kept with its 
dam or not, see that it gets some of 
the first milk, for this is what nature 
provided and there is nothing better 
with which to start out a calf. Then 
for the first few days too much milk 
should not be given, for the little 
calf’s stomach is not strong, nor do I 
think that the cow’s milk is in its nor- 
mal state. After about a week, how- 
ever, the calf will take twelve pounds 
of milk daily and grow rapidly. At 
this time it is always well to offer 
the calf a little extra feed, say some 
nice clover hay, a little bran and oats. 
I have had calves eat when ten days 
old and in such a manner that I knew 
they relished it. Do not overdo by 


giving it an overdose of hay, grain 
or milk. Always keep the manger 
clean, whatever is being fed, and do 
not leave old feed from one day to 
another, but always try to give the 
right amount and have it fresh and 
wholesome. When the calf is six 
weeks old a gradual change to skim 
milk can be made, and a somewhat 
larger amount can be fed with safe- 
ty. Always be careful to avoid indi- 
gestion, for this will set the calf back 
and keep it from developing into what 
is expected—oftentimes stunting the 
calf entirely. 

The importance of rearing the calf 
carefully cannot be overemphasized 
for it unquestionably is one of the de- 
termining factors in developing a 
great cow. In other words, the heifer 
must be kept in a thrifty condition 
from calfhood unt*l she freshens. I 
do not mean to say that she should 
be fat, but at the same time I like 
to see a heifer when two or three 
years old and due to freshen well de- 
veloped in dairy conformation, willing 
to take a good ration and store up 
energy which she w’'ll use in develop- 
ing her milking qualities after fresh- 
ening. 

As we are developing the future 
capacity of the cow I want to empha- 
size that it is important for her to 
store up energy and the breeder can 
usually tell what he may expect of a 
heifer, when he considers the amount 
he feeds her and how rapidly she 
lays on the flesh. For this reason 
in my own practice I have my heifers 
freshen in winter anywhere from 
two to three years of age, so that 
there can be no possible excuse for 
not having them in good flesh on ac- 
count of lack of time. 

We now have developed the young 
cow showing a good dairy conforma- 
tion, but unless we take care of these 
dairy points, develop and exercise 
them, our efforts may all be for 
naught. She is ready to give milk 
and there is little or no danger of 
milk fever, consequently all we have 
to do is feed and milk her. But how? 


Figure out a balanced ration, see that 
it is sufficiently high in protein. Feed 
enough, but do not overfeed: milk 
regularly and often. I believe that at 
the start milking three times a day 
is practical when we wish to devel- 
op milking qualities in a young cow. 


Keep this up for two or three months, 
and then milk but twice a day, but 
always feed well. A good practical 
rule for feeding is for every pound of 
butter fat give seven pounds of mill 
feed or for every four pounds of milk 
one pound of mill feed. And continue 
milking, even if you don’t get her dry 
the first year. 

I now have a heifer to-day two 
years and seven months old, reared in 
this way, which before freshening 
was fed as much as ten pounds of 
grain a day, equal parts oats, bran 
and gluten. She has already been 
milked a month and is giving from 
seventy-two to seventy-five pounds a 
day, testing’4.4 per cent. butter fat. 
Her seven-day official test was 456.6 
pound of milk, 19.34 pounds of fat, 
average test of 4.23 per cent. She is 
doing this work on a seventeen-pound 
grain ration, eleven and one-fourth 
pounds of bran, one and one-fourth 
pounds of gluten, one and three- 
fourths pounds of ajax flakes fed 
four times daily, and twenty-eight 
pounds of ensilage and six pounds 
of alfalfa hay. 

She was in fine condition when she 
freshened and is developing nicely, 
but had she been in but ardinary con- 
but had she been in but ordinary con- 
same results, it would have been nec- 
essary to put more feed into a weak 
system,- thereby injuring her health 
and impairing her future usefulness. 

I believe by the time she is six 
years old she will surpass the record 
made by Caroline Paul Parthenea, 
who when five years old and with lit- 
tle rest, in seven days, shortly after 
freshening, produced 494.4 pounds of 
milk, 19.17 pounds of fat, averaging 
3.87 per cent. The same year, eight 
months after freshening, she again 
produced in a seven-day period 296.6 
pounds of milk, 10.54 pounds of fat, 
wih an average test of 3.55 per cent. 

For the year she gave 15,987 lbs. 
of milk and 613 pounds of fat valued 
at $182.71 at a cost for feed of $70.9 
leaving a profit of $111.55. From 
August 15, to September 26, 1910, 
while dry, she was fed twelve pounds 
of grain daily, equal parts of bran, 
gluten and hominy with good pasture. 
On the night previous to her freshen- 
ing, being of a nervous temperment 
and uneasy due to her condition, she 
attempted to get through a_ five-

strand barb wire fence, was caught 
and seriously injured—in fact she 
looked like anything but a record cow. 
There were one or two deep cuts on 
every teat, and it was also necessary 
to put forceps on an artery to stop 
the bleeding. 

But in spite of all this her dairy 
qualities were developed and not hav- 
ing been sufficiently hurt to impair 
her general health she was ready to 
produce. She was put in the best box 
stall available, though rather dark 
and poorly ventilated, and was start- 
ed out on a very light ration. With 
considerable difficulty she was milked 
four times a day asd somewhat to 
our suprise responded readily. Nine 
days after freshening when she was 
put on a seven-day test, her sores had 
started to heal and her ration had 
been increased to twenty pounds grain 
daily. She gave 480.4 pounds of milk 
20.66 pounds of fat, with an average 
test of 4.30 per cent. This was the 
start of her year’s work and the first 
month she gave 1,664.60 pounds of 
milk testing 4.27 per cent., making 
92.57 pounds of fat; the second 
month 2,316.9 pounds of milk testing 
3.63 per cent making 84.:0 pounds of 
fat; the third month 2,325 pounds of 
milk testing 4 per cent. and making 
ninety-three pounds of fat. After 
eight months she was turned out on 
pasture and her grain ration was 
made somewhat in fat. The ninth 
month she, gave 1,664.60 pounds of 
milk, testing 4.35 per cent., making 
72.4 pounds of fat and the last month 
of her year’s work which was only

again, she gave 622.7 pounds of milk, 
testing 5.07 per cent. making 31.57 
pounds of fat, thus completing the 
year’s work with a total of 21,566.3 
pounds of m‘lk and 888.112 pounds of 
fat. 

She consumed during the year 2,083 
pounds of bran, 2,084 pounds of ajax 
flakes, 1,878 pounds of gluten feed 
850 pounds of hominy, 248 pounds of 
ground barley, 367 pounds of corn 
meal, 10,726 pounds of silage, 1,200 
pounds of green corn, 600 pounds of 


green peas and oats, 578 pounds of 
clover hay, 722 pounds of mixed hay, 
and pasture. Figuring these mark- 
et prices, the feed cost $129.40 ;-cred- 
iting her with 888.15 pounds of but- 
ter fat at twenty-eight cents a pound 
and 17,578.0 pounds of skim milk at 
twenty cents a hundred-weight gives 
her a gross credit of $283.83 and a 
net profit of $154.43.

May Albrice Netherland No. 154124 
now has the distinction .of being the 
youngest Holstein heifer to hold an 
official record of 15% pounds of but- 
ter in seven days. 

This little heifer gave birth to a 
fine heifer calf at 1 year, 7 months 


and 28 days of age, and ten days later 
started her record. There is a large 
number of heifers that have gained 
entrance into the advanced registry 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed under 
1 year and 8 months of age, but May 
Albrice Netherland has eclipsed the 
best one of them by .63 pounds of but- 
ter in seven days. However, her re- 
cord is not to be wondered at as her 
dam and stable-mate, May Nether- 
land Pauline 2nd, made 19.46 pounds 
of butter in 7 days at 3% years of 
age. Being eontinued in test conse- 
quently is now making a large semi- 
official yearly record, having to her 
credit for the first 143 days of test 
6,570.8 pounds of milk asd 3383 
pounds of butter. 

The magnitude of May Albrice 
Netherland’s record at so early an 
age will be fully appreciatea consider- 
ing the fact that it exceeds the re- 
quirement of a full aged cow (5 
years) for entrance into the advanced 
registry. Her record was supervised

JERSEYS AND CONDENSED MILK 





The Relation Between the Jersey Cow 
and the Evaporated Milk Industry 


C. O. OGLE 
_ Indiana. 

(Address Delivered before the Indi- 
ana Jersey Cattle Club, February 
28, 1912.) 

In the past few years the exapor- 
ated milk industry has advanced very 
rapidly. It has only been a compara- 
t'vely short time since the manu- 
facture of evaporated milk was in 
the experimental stage, and the use 
of evaporated milk was confined to. 
lumber-camps, steamship lines the 
tropics and other places where whole 
milk could not possibly be had. But 
that time has passed. By constant 
study the manufacturers of evapor- 
ated milk have been able to modify 
their process until they are now able 
to place an article upon the market 
which satisfies the demands of the 
consumer. The consumer is very 
rapidly learing of the economic im- 
portance and the convenience of 
evaporated milk, and the use of it is 
increasing very rapidly. This busi- 
ness is already one of the most im- 
portant branches of the dairy indus- 
try, and it is only in its infancy. 

It is not necessary for me to mention 
the prominence of the Jersey cow in 
the dairy development of this coun- 
try. In the cross-bred dairy cows 


the Jersey has been longer established 
in the country and over a much wider 
range of territory. 

Now, under normal conditions, one 
would expect these two great indus- 
tries to go hand in hand, but unfor- 
tunately it is not so, and, indirectly, 
the pure food division of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has decreed 
that it never shall be so. This De- 
partment has enacted a standard gov- 
erning the per cent. of butter fat and 
total solids in evaporated milk which 
makes it imperative that condenser- 
ies receive m‘lk not rich in butter fat. 
I will call your attention, if you 
please, to this standard as it appears 
in Food Inspection Decision No. 131. 
It is concerning evaporated milk, and 
reads as follows: 

“(1) It should be prepared by 
evaporating the fresh, pure, whole 
milk of healthy cows, obtained by 
complete milking and excluding all 
milkings within 15 days before calv- 
ing and 7 days after calving, pro- 
vided at the end of this 7-day period 
the animals are in perfectly normal 
condition. 

“(2) It should contain such per 
centages of total solids and fat that 
the sum of the two shall be not less 
than 34.3 and the percentage of fat 
shall be not less than 7.8 per cent.” 

Low-Testing Milk Necessary 

It. is this second clause which makes 
it imperative that the manufacturer 
of evaporated milk receive milk test- 
ing low in butter fat, or at least pay 
for his milk on that basis. The man- 
ufacturer who buys milk containing 
3.6 per cent. of butter fat is only com- 
pelled to make a finished product con- 
taining 7.8 per cent. of butter fat in 
order to meet the requirements of 


or 4.8 per cent. of butter fat, concen- - 
trates that milk enough to make it 
meet the requirements of the stand- 
ard, he must incorporate 8.8 per cent. 
of butter fat, or one per cent. more, 
than his competitor who uses Holstein 
Milk. 

In one “case” of evaporated milk 
(four dozen pint tins), containing 
fifty pounds, this one per cent. dif- 
ference means that the manufacturer 
using the rich milk is compelled to 


use one-half pound more butter fat. 


than his competitor who uses Holstein 
milk. It is true that he puts in 
slightly less solids-not-fat than his 
competitor, but the value of milk and 
dairy products is never based on the 
solids-not-fat. Butter fat determines 
the value of milk. One thousand lbs. 
of milk made into cheese will bring 
very little, if any, more than -the 
same milk made into butter. The 
feeding value of skim-milk is about 
20 cents per hundred pounds, and 
the commercial value when made into 
casein is the same, making the value 
of the solids-not-fat. about 2% cents 
per pound. 

For the past few years butter fat 
has been costing the condenseries 
more than an average prize. of 35 
cents per pound. So this extra one- 
half pound of butter fat which the 
manufacturer who buys rich. milk is 
compelled to use, makes a case of 
evaporated milk cost him better than 


17 cents more than it costs. his com- . 


petitor who uses Holstein milk.

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17 cents per case higher than his 
competitor when this is quite more 
than a satisfactory net profit? It is 
necessary for him to keep his cost 
per case very close to that of his com- 
petitor, and he is therefore forced to 
buy milk on a basis which makes 
high-testing milk worth no more per 
hundred than low-testing milk, or he 
must devise some method of buying 
which will eliminate that difference of 
17 cents per case. But whatever 
method of buying he uses will mean 
th:t the producer must sell high-test- 
ing milk at a sacrifice of butter fat. 

Standard Based on Holstein Milk 

This standard appears to have been 
based entirely upon Holstein milk, 
without any account having been 
taken of Jersey or Guernsey milk. 
The proportion of butter fat in the 
total solids in Holstein milk is almost 
identical with that of the standard. 
In discussion, Dr. G. E. Patrick, chef 
dairy chemist of the Department of 
Agriculture, advised that condenser- 
ies where high-testing milk was re- 
ceived should advocate the Holstein 
cow and advise the use of Holstein 
bulls in order that the high-testing 
milk would be graded down to permit 
of meeting the standard! In other 
words, instead of naming a standard 
which would be just to all, they have 
based their standard on Holstein milk, 
and the manufacturer must discrim- 
inate against high-testing milk in 
order to meet the requirements of this 
standard and compete with other 
manfacturers! 

This is a gross injustice to the pro- 
ducer of high-testing milk, also to the 
manufacturer of high-testing milk 
and to. the consumer. It is an in- 
just'ce to the producer, because it 
prevents condenseries from locating 
in districts where rich milk is pro- 
duced, and forces those condenseries 
already so located to discriminate 
against high-testing milk. It is an in- 


can not afford to pay what the butter 
fat is worth, and rather than change 
to another breed of cows, the pro- 
ducer will look for another market 
for his butter fat and the supply 
of milk will be shut off from the con- 
densery. 

The manufacturer may promote the 
interests of the Holstein cow all he 
wishes, but the dairyman who has 
kept the Jersey or Guernsey cow for 
for years and has learned her pe- 
culiarities and wants and _ needs, 
through experience, will not dispose 
of her and buy a cow which is very 
different in her nature and must have 
different methods applied to her 
management. And even if the dairy- 
man would not object to the change 
in the breed of cow, he could not make 
the change except at a great loss. If 
all the dairymen in a large milk- 
producing community were to dispose 
of their cows, it would be necessary 
for them to sell at a sacrifice, and 
when those same dairymen would try 
to buy cows of another breed they 
would have to pay an excessively high 
price. 

This standard is an injustice to the 
consumer, because it encourages the 
substitution of solids-not-fat, which 
are low in food value, for butter fat, 
which high in food value. 

It seems that justice to all de- 
mands that a standard should be es- 
tablished which would give no ad- 
vantage to either the manufacturer 
using high-testing milk or the one 
using low-testing milk. It surely 
seems that a standard should be es- 
tablished which would not be virtua!- 
ly legislation against the high-testing 
breeds. There is no question that a 
standard could be established which 
would safeguard the final consumer, 
and at the same time place the Jersey 
and Guernsey cow on a parity with 
the Holstein cow.

32.3 per cent. of solids and butter 
fat and a minimum of 7.8 per cent, 
butter fat, it would be much nearer 
just and impartial. Then the manv- 
fauctuer using low-testing milk would 
be compelled to incorporate 7.8 per 
cent. of butter fat, and the manv- 
facturer using milk testing 4.6 or 
4.8 per cent. would be compelled to 
make a finished product containing 
8.3 per cent. of fat. This would stil] 
make the finished product made from 
high testing milk contain five-tenths 
of one per cent. more butter fat than 
that made from low-testing milk, but 
the fact that high-testing milk con- 
tains slightly more solids-not-fat than 
Holstein milk would partly offset this 
and would leave the cost per case only 
a few cents higher. This would not 
make high-testing milk prohibitive 
and would not work a serious hard- 
ship on the producers of any particu- 
lar kind of milk. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
no legal or moral right to further 
the interests of any one breed of 
cows to the detriment of any other 
breed. And it is not probable that 
this discrimination is __ intentional. 
There is no doubt that if the Depart- 
ment is shown that it is doing an in- 
justice to the vast multitude of Amer- 
ican farmers who keep Jersey and 
Guernsey cows, and conferring a fav- 
or on the comparatively few farmers 
who keep Holstein cows, the stand- 
ard for evaporated milk will be 
changed. : 

Therefore, a nation-wide campaign 
has been started among the breeders 
of Jersey and Guernsey cattle, in the 
hope that enough force may be 
brought to bear upon the Secretary 
of agriculture that he may see that 
his Department is doing an injustice.

Now, this is a matter of vast im- 
portance to the breeders of Jersey 
cows. It may be that there is 
not a condensery located near you, 
and you may feel that it does not 
concern you personally. But it does 
concern you personally. Condenser- 
ies are being established very rapidly, 
and under the present conditions they 
will all be established in Holstein dis- 
tricts. The Holstein people are mak- 
ing capital out of this, and are push- 
ing their breed to the front very 
rapidly. The condensery districts are 
becoming known the country over as 
“dairy districts,’ and the Holstein 
people do not hesitate to call attention 
to the fact that their breed predomin- 
ates in those localities. 

If a person is thoroughly impressed 
w th the fact that Holstein cows pre- 
dominate in the districts where dairy- 
ing is the leading business, and that 
their milk is demanded by the con- 
denseries and is favored by the pure 
food department, it will mean that 
the man who buys a_ thoroughbred 
bull for his herd will get a Holstein, 
and when he gets into the purebred 
business he will buy Holsteins. The 
ultimate result of this will be a grad- 
ual change from Jersey to Holstein, 
and in a surprisingly short time the 
Jersey cow will not be found on the 
average farm.

And that if every Jersey breeder 
will spend a few minutes in writing 
a, personal letter to the Secretary: of 
Agriculture explaining these points, 
there is no doubt that this standard 
will be changed and the Jersey cow 
will be given recognition equal with 
the Holstein by. the pure food depart- 
ment.—The Jersey Bulletin.

The Jersey people are 





“Hear Dat 
Mournful 
Sound”’ 


up in arms. The ar- 
ticle in this issue en- 
titled “Jerseys and Con- 
densed Milk” explains the whole af- 
fair. In short, however, it is just 
this—the Jersey people feel them- 
selves slipping. 

We have always prophesied that 
the Holstein-Friesion cow, due to her 
wonderful imhgrent qualities, would 
eventually dominate in the dairy 
world. It now seems likely that this 
time will come sooner than we had 
expected. Not only has the general 
public found the Holstein-Friesian 
milk, coming as it does from strong, 
rugged asimals, to be safer and more 
healthful than m‘lk from delicate 
Jerseys, not only have doctors gener- 
ally recommended it for infants, not 
only have manufacturers of condensed 
milk found it to their profit to des- 
criminate against Jersey milk in 


favor of Holstein-Friesian m‘lk, not 
only all this but more—even now the 
pure food division of the Department 
of Agriculture has enacted a ruling 
using the per cent of fat in Holstein- 
Friesian milk as a standard. But why 
blame the department—perhaps they 
never heard of the Jersey breed! At 
any rate, just “hear dat mornful 
sound.” The Jersey folks are most 
having a fit. In there wild, frantic 
moments they are making such re- 
marks as this: “There is no doubt 
that if the Department is shown that 
it is doing an injustice to the vast 
multitude of American farmers who 
keep Jersey and Guernsey cows, and 
conferring a favor on the compara- 
tively few farmers who keep Holstein 
cows, the standard for evaporated 
milk will be changed.” The reason 
that the Jersey people say this is be- 
cause they would like to believe it 
“SO BAD” and then they try to con- 
vince themselves that it really is so 
by examining the Holstein-Friesian 
ranks through the wrong end of the 
telescope. Of course, the Jersey 
people are not aware that while the 
American Jersey Cattle Club has 
around four-hundred members that 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has four thousand and also 
that last year the latter issued 7,500 
more certificates of registration. 
Note the following statement: 
“The standard is an injustice to the 
consumer, because it encourages the 
substitution of solids-not-fat, which 
are low in food value, for butter fat, 
which is high in food value.” What 
do you know about such a statement 
as that? Average milk contains 3.6 
per cent, nitrogenous substances and 
much milk sontains the same amount 
of butter fat. Now which has the 
greater food value? Certain it is 
that there are many carnivorous ani- 
mals that live almost entirely on 
nitrogenous food but where is the 
animal that can live on butter fat? 
Anyway the comparison is absurd for 
the functions of the two substances 
are entirely different—the one makes 
the muscular, body tissue, the other 
produces heat and energy. Suppose, 
butter fat is of greater food value, 
where is there any injustice to the 
consumer? The condensed milk is 
standardized and the consumer gets 
just what he pays for. The vital 
part of the whole affair is just this 
that the condensed product made from 
Jersey milk costs seventeen cents 
more per case than when made from 
Holstein-Friesian milk. And to think 
that for all these years we have 
been blaming the tariff and trusts 
for the high cost of living! Man, 
those Jerseys! Right here is the in-

justice to the consumer. According 
to the present standard, condensed 
milk is required to contain at, least 
(.8 per cent. fat. Doesn’t the product 
already contain all the butterfat that 
it should for human consumpt‘on? [If 
so, why then should the Department 
concede to the demands of the Jersey 
people and _ thereby needlessly jp. 
crease the pr‘ce of condensed milk to 
the consumer. The Jersey people 
should do as the Department advised 
namely, switch over to -Holstein-Frie. 
sians. Why should they persist in 
forever “clogging the wheels of pro- 
gress” with their little Jerseys? Yet 
they do. “A nation-wide campaign 
has been started among the breeders 
of the Jersey and Guernsey cattle, in | 
the hope that enough force may be 
brought to bear upon the Secretary 
of Agriculture that he may see that 
the department is doing an injustice,” 
Sure enough, why shouldn’t we take 
a hand in this matter—let’s all write 
the Department that since there are 
so “comparatively few farmers who 
keep Holstein-Friesian cows,” they 
better leave the standard as it is for 
a time, so we can have half a chance 
to grow and develop and perhaps 
catch up with the Jerseys. What say 
you hey? :
